Many Jobbers Unable To Secure Supply Of Refined 
Products Producers Hold Crude Stocks For Higher Rates 


HE past thirty days saw the largest 


advance in tank 


wagon prices tor 


many months, and as the _ period 
closed Dec. 14th, another cent advance 
was spreading over the vast Standard of 


Indiana territory; starting just as an advance 
of 10 cents in Oklahoma crude came, mak- 
ing that oil $1.10 Dec. 13th. 

On the 14th came another advance on this 
grade of crude, making its price $1.20 a.bar- 
rel, three times what it was selling for early 
in the summer. 
talk— 
was harder to get than any time this year 
and, although the scenery seemed to be set 
for a fair sort of a panic, the PETROLEUM 
NEWS found both refiner and jobber con- 
fidently looking to a letting up in gasoline 
demand sufficient to ease off the situation 
and get the two together talking business, 
although they may be doing it in February 
instead of now. 

There is a distinct and almost painful 
premium on gasoline and automobile lubri- 
cating oils. The rest of the stuff turned 
out by a refinery is not much thought of or 
wanted.

But jobbers have to take their 
share of kerosene nowadays to get any gas- 
oline, the average deal running a tank of 
each. 

No refiner has yet been located by anyone 
who will make a contract for gasoline ana 
fix a price for the coming year or any part 
thereof. Many refiners will, on the first of 
the month, name a 30-day price and the re- 
finers as a whole will make contracts for 
gasoline to their regular trade for the com- 
ing year covering quantity, but the price is 
to be the market price at time of delivery of 
each shipment; if the buyer doesn’t like the 
price he won't be held to that shipment if 
he wants to go elsewhere. Refiners ex-

Asks Lower Rates To Compete With Independents 


HAT the Imperial Oil Company, ex- 
Standard subsidiary in Canada, can- 
not compete with the Independents 


unless they get materially lower rates than 


the Independents—and the railroads then

REFINE PERU CRUDE. 

The Imperial Oil Company in February, 
1915, began operating at Vancouver, B. C., a 
million dollar refinery with crude oil shipped 
up from Peru, South America. When the 
company made their first request for lower 
rates in April of this year, their chief counsel 
stated to the commission that they then had 
with them all the facts as to the cost of the 
crude oil, the shipping and the manufactur- 
ing from Peru to their refinery at Vancouver

Their Efficiency Can Be Increased And Operating 
Cost Lowered By Systematic Effort And Watchfulness

and minor obstacles to the smooth 

and economic 0} on of trucks will 
greatly increase their efhciency. 

It should be the business ot some one 


man in every truck owner’s employ to keep 


a watchful eye on all the trucks; to study 
not only their repairing and equipping in the 


company’s garage, but also their 





handling about the plant and 
while out on the route. That su- 
perintendent of trucks should 
be a man whose eye has been 
ed to seek labor-saving 
ways; whose mind naturally runs 
to short cuts. His efforts should 
be checked over by the head of 
the company, or some man di- 
rectly representing him, who 
takes the time to go into the de- 
tails of the daily operation and 
maintenance of trucks 
\ day spent recently by the 
writer in traveling about Cleve- 
land on one of the National Re- 


fining Company's three ton tank 
trucks, suggested the following 
points by which increase in truck 
efficiency could be made: 

Stop filling trucks through 
one filing pipe at the plant. 
Put in four filling pipes, one 
for each compartment and 
bring trucks on duty at dif- 
ferent times, so there will 
be no waiting around for 
chance to get to the filling 
pipe. 

Locate the truck filling 
station at a convenient place 
in the yard where the trucks 
will not have to back up and 
work around to get out. 

Have a warehouse man on 
the job all the time to assist 
the truck driver in loading 
and to give him his tank 
wagon ticket quickly. 

When truck has to stop at 
general warehouse, make the

warehousemen have packages ready, 
and load them on the truck at once. 

At company automobile filling stations 
make the station manager, when the 
truck appears, get the cap off the filling 
pipe, his tank gauged, and step lively to 
assist the tank driver.

Have a night garage crew in- 
stead of a day crew, so that work 
can be done on trucks without 
laying them up. 

Have all trucks washed at 
least once a week. 


Keep the trucks painted up, 
giving them a coat of paint every 
month or two if necessary, in 
case they show a need of it. 

Through a truck superintend- 
ent, previously recommended, 
have frequent inspection of 
trucks, not only as to the me- 
chanical repairs, but to see that 
the trucks are equipped with all 
the latest devices for their needs.

HERE will be a constantly increasing 
demand for Mexican crude oil in the 
eastern part of this country in the 
anufacture of oil asphalt, according to a 
recent statement by Department of the In 
terior officials, accompanying a review ol 
the asphalt industry in this country for 1914 
fhe abundance of asphaltic oil in California, 


however, it is said, assures that the Mexican 
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crude oil will not supplant domestic petro 
leum there for some time at least 
According to the report, the number ot 
plants producing oil asphalt in this country 
at the end of 1914 was 44, of which 36 re- 
fined exclusively petroleum of domestic ori- 
gin, as compared, in 1913, with a total of 36 
plants, of which 26 refined domestic oil only 
The total production of natural and manu 
factured asphalt from domestic petroleum in 
1914 was around 110,000,000 gallons, at a 
value of $3,648,000, as against 130,000,000 gal- 
lons, at a value of $5,282,000 in 1913.) Oil or 
manufactured asphalt from domestic crude 
oil in 1914 amounted to 90,000,000 gallons of 
the total production, and 109,000,000 gallons

on kerosene, once it was started, so satisfac- 
torily the driver would hardly know the dif- 
ference. On a cold day it would be impossible. 
There is so much metal in the multiple-cylinder 
cars that a film of oil is almost like lard until 
the engine is heated.” 

There are two problems to be overcome in 
developing a carburetor that will work on 
kerosene, according to the automobile engineers 
who have experimented in this field. First is 
the lack of flexibility of this particular oil 
fuel. A fuel mixture of kerosene would have 
to be changed in its proportion with every few 
degrees, necessitating more or less complex 
construction of the carburetor designed to 
handle it. This lack of flexibility makes it 
practically impossible to start a car on kero- 
sene; hence the majority of kerosene car- 
huretors are so equipped that they work on 
gasoline until the engine is heated, further 
complicating their structure. 

The second problem is the wide range in the 

iling points of kerosene—from 200 to nearly 
500 degrees—which makes it difficult to secure 
constant vaporizing conditions. To secure suffi- 
cient vaporization at all, it is necessary to apply 
heat by some means. It is generally done by 
jacketing the carburetor with the exhaust 
gases from the engine, or with hot water. 
Early types of kerosene carburetors broke the 
oil up into a spray in which it could unite 
with the air to form a vapor mixture by spray- 
ing it through a fine wire gauze. This does 
not seem to have been satisfactory, however, 
and now heat is almost universally used. 

One carburetor man at least is working on 
a kerosene carburetor in which he will apply 
his heat to the fuel mixture and endeavor to 
maintain this at a constant temperature until 
it is introduced into the cylinder. By applying 
his heat to the fuel mixture rather than to the 
fuel itself, he hopes to get around the prob- 
lem of the varying boiling points. 

HEAT ENGINE 
WHEN CAR STANDS. 

One device is being placed in the market 
now which may prove an aid in bringing out an 
efficient kerosene carburetor. This is a device 
to electrically keep an engine warm in the win- 
ter time, when the car is standing, by the use 
of a small motor. This might be developed, 
it is said, to the point where a kerosene fuel 
mixture could be introduced into the cylinder 
to start the engine. 

The carburetor makers seem to think that, 
when gasoline reaches a price of 25c agallon or 
better, popular demand will be so pronounced 
for a cheaper fuel for pleasure cars that the 
present difficulties will be overcome in some 
way and an efficient kerosene carburetor de- 
veloped. 

There is a loss in horsepower in an engine 
working on kerosene, according to the state- 
ment of C. C. Bennett, of the Wilcox-Bennett 
Carburetor Co., of Minneapolis, Minn., whose 
company now markets a kerosene carburetor. 

“There is a loss of about one horsepower 
for each 25 degrees of heat developed in the 
engine, according to our experiments,” he 


Stated. “As vaporization of gasoline is nor- 
mally at 55 degrees Fahrenheit, and kerosene 
around 110 degrees, heating a 30 horsepower 
motor to the point where it will vaporize kero- 
sene means that it will not develop more than 
28 horsepower. At slow speeds it will be even 
necessary to raise the temperature to around 
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230 degrees to keep the kerosene in a homo- 
geneous mixture. 

“If the price of gasoline were, say 15 cents 
a gallon, and kerosene 10 cents, we believe 
there would be little saving as compared to 
the annoyance of handling kerosene. 


“The burning of kerosene, however, does not 
all depend on the carburetor, but it requires 
some minor changes in the engine, such as 
keeping the dimension of the manifold down 
to a point where it does not break the point 
of torque of the motor. This would keep 
the velocity of gases higher at slow speeds, 
which would tend to prevent condensation 
There are also many other things which would 
have to be taken into consideration, such as 
spark plugs, lubricating oil, valve timing, cool- 
ing and clearance, all of which would play a

part in getting a motor suitable for this work.” 

“Under present conditions of the modern 
automobile, in order that perfect combustion 
shall be obtained with kerosene, it is necessary 
to have the fuel mixture thoroughly heated at 
the time it is drawn into the cylinder,” said 
J. D. Wilcox, Jr., of the Detroit Lubricator 
Co., “otherwise its particles will separate, leav- 
ing a deposit in the cylinders and at the same 
time making it very hard to start the car. 

“It is also necessary, even when gasoline is 
used in starting, to have the kerosene heated 
to a much higher degree than its ordinary 
vaporizing temperature. This must be ac- 
complished by heating the carburetor with a 
hot water jacket or the exhaust gases.”

Doubtful Source Of Potash 





Still another possible domestic source of 
commercial potash, used by the oil trade in 
soap and grease making, it is said by govert 
ment officials may exist in the tailings at the 
concentrating mills of the big copper mines 
in the West. The copper ore being mined 
by the millions of tons annually is known to 
contain several times as much potash as cop 
per, which remains in the tailings at the 
mills 

This potash, however, is locked up in the 
form of silicate minerals, and the commer- 
cial extraction of potash from silicates has 
been for some time the subject of study by 
chemists, so the recovery of the potash from

How can one tell pure castor oil? 
If 55¢. c. of alcohol well mixed with 10 c. « 
of castor oil gives a clear and bright mixtur 
at 15 degrees C. it is genuine, but the pres 
ence of any other oil like mineral oil will 
make the mixture turbid. Castor oil should 
be close around 10.5 degrees Baume in grav 
ity. Adulteration with other oils raises the 
gravity. Castor oil is made from the seeds 
of the castor oil plant grown extensively in 
India, Java, United States, France, Italy, 
Algeria, etc. The crude oil is refined, ac 
cording to Archbutt & Deeley, by boiling 
with water or steaming to dissolve soluble 
matter and coagulate albumen, and is then 
clarified by settling or by filtering through 
fullers’ earth. Castor oil is practically in- 
soluble in gasoline, burning oil and lubricat 
ing oils. 

What is aluminium soap? 

Aluminium soap is made by saponifying 
whale, cottonseed or lard oil or by neutral- 
izing commercial oleic acid with caustic soda 
and pouring the solution of soda soap grad- 
ually into a solution of common alum, stir 
ring all the time. Crude aluminium oleate 
separates out as an insoluble gummy pre- 
cipitate which is pressed free from water 
and heated with about four times its weight 
of mineral oil until dissolved. The gelatinous 
material thus produced is sold for thickening 
oils. A comparatively small quantity melted 
into a mineral oil will considerably increase 
its apparent viscosity. Mineral oils, thick- 
ened in this way, can easily be recognized by 
the tendency to form threads when the oily 
cork is removed from the bottle, and by thei: 
peculiar non-homogeneous appearance, re 
sembling a mixture of oil and jelly. The 
spurious viscosity rapidly diminishes when 
the oil is heated —From “Lubrication & Lu- 
bricants,” by Archbutt & Deeley. 

What is a lubricant? 

Professor Thurston, eminent scientist on 
oil, says that a liquid, to act as a lubricant, 
must possess enough body, or combined 
capillarity and viscosity to keep the surfaces 
between which it is in repose from coming 
in contact.

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Associated Fights 
Commission’s Ruling 


Claims It Should Have Right To 
Operate Tankers Even Though 
Railroad Controls It

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. 


HE Associated Oil Co., of California, 
and the Southern Pacific Railroad are 
making a hard fight to persuade the 

Interstate Commerce Commission to reverse 
its order with regard to the tank steamers of 
the oil company. That body, exercising the 
uthority granted to it by Section 5 of the 
Panama Canal Act, ruled all roads in this 
ountry operating boat lines which might be 
ompetitive, were they otherwise owned, must 
ve up the control of such lines In the 
ase of the Southern Pacific, which controls 
the \ssociated Oil Co., a temporary suspension 
f the order was made, it being believed it 
night be to the general advantage of the pub- 
ic to have the railroad continue to operate its

The Alaskan and Hawaiian deliveries made 
by the Associated Oil Co.’s steamers, how 
ever, were found not to be competitive in 
character with the Southern Pacitic’s rail lines, 
and the Commission, therefore, allowed the 
railroad to continue operation of the Associ 
ated’s steamers from the California oil fields 
to these ports. 

In a brief containing 165 pages filed on be- 
half of the Southern Pacific and the Associ 
ated Oil companies, and attacking the final 
order, Kred H. Wood, Henly ( Booth, | ee 
Blair and W. I. Herrin, the latter a big figure 
in California politics, before Hiram Johnson 
became the political boss im that state, the 
claim is made that the section of the Panama 
Canal Act in question does not apply to a 
railroad owning stock in a corporation which 
owns steamships. It is not believed even by 
the attorneys for the road the Commission 
will hold that, because the Southern Pacific 
owns stock in the Associated Oil Co. and the 
latter owns tank steamers, its order should 
not be effective against the road 

Another point made is that the Associated 
Co. never held itself to be a common carrier 
of oil and never carried oil other than its own, 
except as an accommodation and at rates which 
were not filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and which rates the Commission 
would have no authority to compel it to file, 
because the transportation was not performed 
in connection with a railroad or any other 
common carrier subject to the provisions of 
the Interstate Commerce law. 


CARRIES LITTLE OIL 
EXCEPT ITS OWN. 

This occasional transportation of oil fot 
other shippers was limited to a shipment in 
\ugust, 1913, of two cargoes of oil aggregat- 
ing 100,000 barrels, for the Union Oil Co. of 
California. There were no buills-of-lading ac- 
companying the shipment The transaction 
was simply a letter agreement, stating the price 
to be charged for the services, and in what 
manner the quantities carried would be de- 
termined. It was proved there was no estab- 
lished scale of charges for such service. 

The case is of importance and it is believed 
it will soon reach the courts, because, if any 
concern in the oil industry is not to be allowed 
to own ships or tank cars which it can use in 
its own business, the question arises as to 
whether any other company or individual will 
stand ready to invest money in cars or ships 
for the transportation of oil as a common 
carrier. 

Under the order of the Commission in the 
\ssociated ‘case, that company is compelled 
to part with its ships because the Southern Pa 
cific owns some of its stock. The oil com 
pany cannot compel the Southern Pac 
sell that stock. Nor does the Act to Regulate

The price of gasoline in the Province of 
Ontario, in Canada, has increased 47 per cent 
since August, according to Consul Felix S. S

INVESTIGATING THE STANDARD. 

“It is unfortunate for the purposes of its 
future usefulness that the new Federal Trade 
Commission is to begin its career with an 
investigation of the oil business. We are 
afraid it will become discouraged. An in- 
vestigation of the oil business is only 
equalled in futility by an investigation of 
the Beet Trust, for the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and the Beef Trust have all the great 
corporation lawyers. It is the only equal 
division of anything worth having in this 
country. 

“For the Commission, with such legal tal- 
ent as those two great interests left, to en- 
gage the Standard Oil Company is about 
like Holland rising against the Germans. It 
knoweth not the legal uhlans of Standard 
Oil, nor does it guess what great guns of 
gab will be trained against its unstable de- 
fenses 

“The young Trade Commission is a new 
body. It does not know what will happen. 
We do, tor we have seen the oil business in- 
vestigated ever since we were children. We 
never knew anything to come of an investi- 
gation. The evidence sometimes looked 
squally for Standard Oil, but Mr. Rockefel- 
ler can always bring up a reserve force of 
legal luminaries and win out in the end

Snow And Ice Bring New Problems For Managers Of This 
Branch Of Oil Companies’ Business To 


Puzzle Over

‘On a snowy day one man ought to spend 
zood part of his time out with the bro 
keeping ALL snow off. We make it a rul 
that our stations must be open, and not onl 


ypen, but ready r business, at seven in 


morning. This means, when there has bee 
tall of snow, no matter how slight the nig 
before, the driveways and walks about the sta 
tion must all be cleaned before that time, ever 
if the attendants have to get down at tf 
to do it. 

There is considerable art in sweeping s! 
too. One tall may be followed by another 
before the first melts, and so on all throug! 
the winter. The driveways must be swept 
vide enough so that high banks of snow ure 
not going to form at the side and encroach 
little by little on the cleared space in the cet 
ter \round the station itself a cleared spac: 
should be maintained large enough to allow 
the attendant to work around two cars should 
they be driven up together.” 

SHOULD KEEP WALKS CLEAN. 

t is also pointed out that not only must th 
irives, but also the walks around the station 
property be kept free from snow and ice. This 

not only to carry out a municipal ordinance: 
vhich exists in most places, but it is a gi 
troke of business strategy, for neighbors wh 
se the walks around the stations thus becom 
iriends of the station, who may be valuable 
at some future time. As a case in mind is the 
example of one oil company, who refuses 
allow its name to be used, which kept its sta 
tion property well swept of snow and ice and 
lighted during the winter. That station wor 
so many friends that next summer when anothe? 
company thought it would locate in the same 
neighborhood, and get some of the patronage 
the first station had built up, property owners 
retused ti 


give it the desirable location 
sought. 

In keeping the driveways clear of snow there 
should be impressed on the station attendants 
the value of carrying the work out into the 
street itself, clearing a section which gives the 
driver every chance to make the turn without 
calling for special skill in driving. A well 
swept roadway in front of a station is a good 
advertisement for the company. 

\fter the walks and drives are clear of 
snow comes the problem of keeping them free 
from water and ice as the snow melts. Here 
the station manager who had this thought in 
mind when he laid out the station property 
and built his driveway properly reaps the bene- 
fit of his forethought. With a slope both ways 
from the station to the street, this problem 1s 
not of great moment. 

“Before the stormy weather comes in the 
fall we haul to each of our stations several 
loans of fine cinders, which can be gotten for 
nothing at apartments or blocks using hard 
coal for heating,” said R. C. Heil, manager 
of the Lubric Oil Co., Cleveland. “Our at- 
tendants go over the drives, carefully filling in 
ill holes and ruts where water might stand 
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ind annoy drivers The space where cars 
stand when they are filling is filled up the same 
way to make it a little higher than the ground 
around it. As fast as holes or ruts show up 
ifter that they are treated the same way.” 
The Standard Gas Station Co., Toled 

which operates stations in many cities, puts 
wooden racks to keep the feet out of the wet 


in front of their stations during sloppy weather 
for the convenience of attendants and patrons 
who have to get out of their cars 

The National Retining Co., Cleveland, keeps 
1 supply of cinders and sawdust at their sta 
tions to place on sidewalks and drives in 
slippery weather. 

LIGHT THE DRIVES. 

Many service station managers found last 
winter it paid to keep their stations well 
lighted, even better lighted than during the 
summer nights, both for the benetit of neigh- 
boring pedestrians and also for patrons, who 
might otherwise pass the place by. Some com 
panies placed lights at the points where their 
drives hit the street if these spots could not 
be illuminated by lights from in front of the 
station. They also told their attendants not to 
be afraid to turn on the lights early on dark 
afternoons and to leave them going until late 
in the evening. 

No companies, as far as is known, have any 
et rule as to closing stations which can be 
operated profitably in the summer season, but 
lose money during the winter. It calls for 
good judgment on a station manager’s part to 
tell just how much loss the company should 
stand through the winter to keep a_ station 
open. Many managers argue all permanent 
stations should be kept open the year around, 
regardless of loss during the winter, to avoid 
giving the public the impression their operation 
is not profitable, which impression is left when 
they are closed. Other companies solved this 
problem by keeping stations in a thinly-settled 
district open for a certain number of hours in 
the afternoon and on Sundays. They prepared 
their regular customers for this policy by no- 
tices posted beforehand, and the attendants 
took care to explain to them the particular 
circumstances why the place was not operated 
all day

The problem of keeping the stations warm 
enough for the attendants to be comfortable 
was not found difficult. The majority of sta- 
tions use gas heaters when they are located 
in towns or cities where this service can be 
obtained, the heaters being of the type original 
ly placed on the market to heat garages, and 
designed so they are as free from the danger 
of ignition of oil vapors as an open stove can 
be.

AMERICAN WHITES 
NOT SATISFACTORY. 

There has been a fairly active demand io: 
spot delivery of cylinder stocks, and inquiries 
or far more petroleum jelly than is available 

all apparently being wanted to meet govern- 
ment requirements. White and half-white oils 
are eagerly sought for, but few of the Ameri- 
can productions have given complete satisfac 
tion in this line. In fact, some deliveries ot 
half-white sent over here in fulfillment of con 
tracts have been absolutely refused and sue 
cessfully rejected by buyers when the matter 
was taken to arbitratior 

Most of the white oils are equally indiffe: 
ent, but one company, who, by the way, were 
first in the field here with an American white 
are offering a splendid grade of Union Pe 
troleum Co.'s. It practically meets the B. P 
tests and is absolutely white, tasteless, odor 
less and quite free from bloom 

There is quite a demand for fully refined 
wax, but it is difficult to get, and the higher 
melting points are fetching 7!4 cents per 
pound. Scale is difficult to work, as it appears 
to be worth more in the States than here, and 
very few Independent offers are ever con- 
verted to completed business. 

Taken all over, business is good, and, from 
what I can learn, it looks as if Independent 
ils, despite the high freight rates and general 
marketing difficulties, will see the end of this 
troublous year with record sales.

tion arises through the actual sale of goods. 
[he buyer of the goods, after he decides to 
accept them, will fix his signature to the 
draft and send it back to the seller. His 
signature represents his promise to pay 
for the goods before the time limit of the 
draft expires, a promise which he is much 
more apt to keep, knowing the draft may be 
in the hands of the banker when it matures, 
than the implied obligation to pay within 
a certain date he assumes when his account 
stands on the wholesale jobber’s books. 

Should the seller wish to borrow on this 
transaction, instead of giving his banker 
his personal note as pledge to pay and ob- 
taining as a loan perhaps half of what is 
represented on his books, he offers as col- 
lateral his trade acceptances, bearing his 
signature and that of the purchaser of the 
goods. The banker looks to the purchaser 
first to pay, and, in the event he fails to do 
so, to the seller. 


The form of trade acceptance adopted by 
the Western Refiners is drawn upon a basis 
of 30 days, with one per cent off for cash, 
and is to draw six per cent interest after 
maturity. All members of the association 
are to use the same wording on the draft, 
but each may have his own form made cor- 
responding to his office style. Across the 
face of the new drafts is to be printed the 
words “Trade Acceptance. The obligation 
of the acceptor of this bill arises out of the 
purchase of goods from the drawer. Ac- 
cepted.” Then follows a blank line for the 
signature of the purchaser and the date. 

“I think the adoption of the trade ac- 
ceptances will be extremely valuable in do- 
ing away with the present instability of 
credit in the oil business which has arisen 
through the extension of too much credit,” 
stated H. G. James, secretary of the asso- 


ciation, 


OTHER ASSOCIATIONS 
CONSIDER ADOPTION. 


Various other oil associations in the 
country have considered the adoption of the 
system and will likely take steps in this 
direction at some later date, when it is 
in general use in the business world \t 
present it is so new that many bankers 
themselves profess to be unfamiliar with 
its workings. Some oil men take the view it 
will work all right on larger accounts of say 
$100 and over, but that it is going to mean 
too much bookkeeping, for both the oil com- 
panies and the banks, to be considered. in 
the handling of accounts amounting to only 
a few dollars, which constitute the greater 
share of transactions in the oil business. 
“| feel that the trustees of the National 
Petroleum Association are not interested 
as yet in the system,” stated William Muir, 
head of the Pennsylvania Paraffine Works, 
litusville, Pa., president of the association. 
‘My impression is that the system is only 
what we have been accustomed to for some 
years past in the handling of many of our 


large accounts.” 


Bankers admit that the objection to the 
system made by the oil men, namely it 
seems too cumbersome to handle small ac- 
counts, may hamper its adoption. They 
State they themselves are unfamiliar with 
the workings of the system; that it is likely 
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some system for taking care of the small 
accounts will be worked out as it becomes 
generally adopted. 


“It is true that, in the case of a company 
whose accounts are all less than $100, ther: 
would be some hisitancy on the part of its 
bank to rediscount acceptances, and_ the 
bank would probably prefer to make a loan 
directly on the company’s paper,” stated 
Edwin Baxter, secretary of the Cleveland 
Federal Reserve bank. “However, there are 
certainly a large number of business insti- 
tutions which have a sufficient number of 
drafts which are substantial enough to war- 
rant the bank in doing the necessary book- 
keeping to provide for the necessary bor- 
rowings of those institutions, which might 
then retain in their own possession the ac- 
cepted drafts for the smaller amounts.”

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Association Urges Against New Work 


Advises Members To Hold Oil In Storage, And To 
Start No New Development Until Crude Is Still Higher 


By Special Correspondent. 
PARKERSBURG, VA., Dec. 10. 
HE West Virginia Oil & Gas Associa- 
tion is strongly advising its members 
against disposing of any oil they 
may have on hand, or starting any new de- 
velopment work until next spring. This or- 
ranization, which was called into being by 
-haotic conditions which prevailed during 
the late summer and fall of 1914, which were 
attributed to the European war and _ the 
ver-production of oil in the Oklahoma 
fields, has served as a beacon light to its 
members during these troublesome times, 
and it now gives some good and weighty 
reasons why its membership should follow 
its latest advice. 

One of the officers of the association is 
quoted as saying the reports of the great 
activity in the eastern fields bear the ear- 
marks of press agent work, with the object 
in view of starting a stampede toward mor 
extensive development. The association 
has made a careful canvass and finds there 
is really very little development work go- 
ing on there, only enough to hold leases 
and protect lines. 

\t this season of the year new work is 
seldom started on account of the bad roads, 
inclement weather and various other reasons, 
and certainly now the operators have less 
inducement than ever considering the high 
price of materials and the low prices they 
received for their products during the last 
year, to jump into the breach and start new 
development work to meet the demand for 
crude oil without a price in sight which 
would justify him. 

SOMETHING WRONG. 

Che Independent operator is slowly ar- 
riving at the conclusion that there is some- 
thing radically wrong somewhere. When 
the price of eastern oil took a toboggan 
slide, and it looked as if the bottom never 
would be reached, he was told that the sharp 
decline was owing to the shutting off of ex- 
ports on account of the war. Yet govern- 
ment statistics showed later exports for 
1914 exceeded 1913, and that 1915 showed 
a large increase over 1914, hence that could 
hardly be the reason. That he is being used 
to furnish enough of the crude product to 
meet the demand, and, when the demand ex- 
eeds the supply, he must suffer from sharp 
eductions in the price, he knows now to 

a fact. And again, although great stress 
is laid on the fact that a $2.10 a barrel mar- 
ket has been reached, the association points 
ut the price on gasoline has made a num- 
er of advances of one cent per gallon, 
vhich are equivalent to forty-two cents on 
torty-two gallons in a barrel of oil, and that 
rude oil has not advanced in proportion. 

A number of eastern refiners who are ex- 

riencing difficulty in securing oil are of- 
ering premiums. One prominent operator 
with 10,000 barrels of oil in storage, has 
been approached by Independent refining 


‘ 


interests with an offer of $2.25 per barrel 
This he has refused, feeling certain that the 
outlook justifies his holding the oil in stor- 
age until a $2.50 or $3 market is reached, 
which he is sure will be within a few months. 

During April, when the market price of 
crude oil was $1.35 per barrel, the directors 
of the Association held a meeting, and, after 
a review of conditions, prophesied the price 
would go higher, and recommended to their 
members that they hold their oil for such 
a market. A number held their oil to their 
profit. And now the Association, with the 
welfare of its members in view, again rec- 
ommends the suspension of development 

The Association realizes this policy will 
work to the temporary disadvantage of 
other lines of business; yet it feels the good 
it will do toward establishing a more stable 
market in this product, thereby placing the 
oil producing business on a more secure 
basis, will compensate for any incon- 
venience. 

Field work for November did not increase 
materially, and only small wells have been 
drilled in. Shooting old wells continue. 
though this is getting to be an expensive 
proposition, considering the rising price 
nitro-glycerine. A well-known shooter of 
this city is quoted as saying that a shot 
which would have cost $200 six months ago 
now costs $600, and that the price, fron 
present indications, will continue to raise.

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umble Deep Sand Area Being Extended 


Drilling In Of A New 10,000-Barrel Well Ex- 
tends Defined Field Half Mile To The Northwest 


By Special Correspondent. 

HOUSTON, TEXAS, Dec. 10. 

HE new wells in the deep sand area 

are holding the attention of the tal- 

ent and increasing the interest of the 

il operators in those districts. The way 

these wells are holding up has been a sur- 

prise to the most sanguine. This territory 

is beginning to look like a second Cushing 

field. The shallow areas are also active and 

many new wells are being brought in. The 

wildcat operators have not sprung any new 

sensation during the month, that have 

proven so far to be the real article. How- 

ever, about every available rig along the 

Coast is at work either in the old fields or 
prospecting new territory. 

The Entire Gulf Coast production is now 
rated at 120,000 barrels a day with the Hum- 
ble deep sand area yielding about 100,000 
barrels of that amount. Notwithstanding 
this increased new production, the price has 
remained the same. 

ALL WELLS GUSHERS. 

Operators are just beginning to appre- 
ciate the possibilities of the deep sand pro- 
luction, the area of which is extending in 


three directions. All the wells that hit the 
deep sand come in gushers, making any- 
where from 2,000 to 20,000 barrels per day. 
his oil is a high grade lubricant, nearly 
equal in value, it is said, to that obtained 
from the best high grade Pennsylvania oils. 

Last month closed with the bringing in of 
three new wells having an initial produc- 
tion of 2,000, 5,000 and 15,000 barrels each. 
hese wells are holding up remarkably well 
and have increased interest in further drill- 
ing. During November six new wells came 
in from the deep sand with an initial pro- 
duction of 72,000 barrels. Early in that 
month the Farmers Petroleum Co.'s No. 18, 
Stephenson, came in making 8,000 barrels. 
November 15th the Producers Co.’s No. 17, 
Stephenson Fee, on the same sub-division 
ame in making 17,000 barrels. November 
20th the same company brought in its No. 
18 on the same tract, making an initial flow 
{15,000 barrels. Not to be outdone, the 
Farmer’s Petroleum Co., on the same day 
rought in Nos. 20 and 21, making 12,000 
nd 10,000 barrels respectively. This com- 
pany now has a daily production of approxi- 
mately 50,000 barrels, while that of the 
Producer’s Co. is a close second with more 
han 40,000. 

EXTEND DEEP SAND. 
November 27th, De Armond and Perri- 
in extended the deep sand area to the 
rthwest by bringing in tor the San An- 
nio Thrall Co. a 10,000-barrel well on the 
heeler Pickings. This new well extends 
e area of the deep sand nearly one-half 
| 
ic. 

The bringing in of these new wells gives 
larger latitude both in length and width to 
e deep sand area. The area now forms a 
emicircle about three and one-half miles 
ng from northeast to southwest about the 


Salt Dome containing the original cap rock 
area and extending out from these areas 
from one to three miles. 

The idea of going through the salt to per 
etrate the “Mother Strata,” so-called, has 
been entirely abandoned, and the talent is 
now trying to find the proper distance down 
the slope from the original salt dome and 
the cap rock formations to drill to reach the 
deep sand formation. 

The Gulf Refining Co., on the Paraffin 
Williams & Morris leases, are running four 
rigs in an effort to reach the deeper sands 
Esperson is drilling No. 3, on the Herman 
& Stewart, and others are down 3,000 feet 
on the Tuscaset road farther to the south 
The Sun Co. is drilling two wells near the 
river, and the Producers are drilling across 
the river to the north. 

The shallow sand area has been active and 
a number of good wells have been brought 
in. Fifteen rigs are now running on the 
north and west side of the old field 


THE OTHER FIELDS. 

In the old fields about the usual amount 
of work has been done. The big well that 
came in at Jennings last month has stimu- 
lated the drilling of a number of old wells 
to the deeper sand. This well is still mak- 
ing about 2,000 barrels a day. Two new 
wells came in at Edgerly, and Vinton has 
about the usual amount of new production 
Three new wells came in at Saratoga and 
two at Batson. A 35-barrel well was brought 
in at Spindle Top and three other wells are 
Nothing new has come 
from Goose Creek or Markham. 


IN THE NEW FIELDS.

come so great in the new field at Brenhan 

Texas, that an oil exchange has been or- 
ganized, to facilitate the handling of the 
large acreage that has been leased in every 
direction for 10 or 15 miles from the two 
original wells. These wells have been rated 
to be doing anywhere from 25 to 150 barrels 
daily. The casing was set too high in both 
of these wells, so that, with the caving of 
the shale formations, the wells are not pro 
ducing as they should, and a good deal ot 
mystery and speculation is rife as to the 
possibility of this new territory \ dozen 
wells are now drilling in various directions 
from the discovery well, and the next 30 
days should determine something as to the 
future possibilities of this territory. 

At San Antonio, the new field that was 
opened up sometime ago to the southwest 
has a new flowing well to its credit, brought 
in by the Fusch Oil Co., rated at 300 bar- 
rels. This oil is a heavy gravity and the 
formation is very close, so that it is not 
likely to produce very large wells. However, 
it is generally expected that deeper drilliag 
will find a richer sand with a high grade 
of oil to bring larger returns. 

Three gas wells have been brought in at 
Corpus Christi, but so far no oil has been 


ound in paying quantities in the various 
wells drilling in that section. However, it 
is constantly expected that where so much 
gas abounds oil must be found somewhere 
in near proximity. Dr. Head and others 


are drilling to the southeast, and the Bene-

dum-Trees interests are drilling their No. 
2 on the King ranch to the southwest, and 
the Victoria Oil Co., has set casing in their 
No. 2, near Victoria, below 2,000 feet. 

Several w. lls were brought in during the 
month in the Taylor Thrall field, but no 
extension has been made to the field for 
sometime.

West of Angleton the Sulphur Co. is drill- 
ing below 2,000 feet, and southwest of An- 
gleton the Gulf interests are drilling around 
2,500 feet.

Lane Says Relief Is Due 
California Oil Operator 


Secretary of the Interior Lane is of the 
opinion that Congress should give relief to 
California operators who are threatened 
with the loss of their holdings of oil lands 
through suits started by the government to 
carry out the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in the Taft withdrawal case. 
That decision declared valid the order is- 
sued by Taft when he was president with- 
drawing certain oil lands on the Pacific coast 
from exploitation. In a statement respect- 
ing conditions in the California oil fields, 
Secretary Lane stated: 

“Tf the full measure of the government’s 
rights is acted upon, as a basis of our policy 
in dealing with these lands, it will bankrupt 
many oil companies and dojwhat appears to 
me to be an injustice to thaése who have in- 
vested millions. I shall not assume to say 
what policy shall be followed as to the naval 
reserves, but as to the other withdrawn 
lands, I believe Congress, which is the one 
forum wherein relief can be sought, should 
so act as to recognize the equitable rights 
of those operators. 

“This might be done by saying that those 
who would today be entitled to patent were 


the land not withdrawn may have leases.”

Urges Oil Dealers 
To Watch For Potash 


Drillers and operators in the producing 
oil fields of the country should be on the 
watch, in the course of their drilling opera- 
tions, for evidences of potash deposits that 
may thus be brought to light, advises David 
White of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey at Washington. He is strongly of the 
opinion such deposits exist on various parts 
of the country on commercial quantities and 
that the oil men, by watching drill cuttings 
and salt waters are in the best position to 
locate them. 


Geologist White states the fund of the 
Survey available for potash investigations 
of all kinds is limited and that, if potash 
beds are found in this country, it will be 
through the effort of private drillers. 


Survey Philippines 
For Petroleum Yield 


Asphalt Fields In Leyte 


The Division of Mines of the Philippine 
Bureau of Science recently made a geolog- 
ical survey of portions of the islands where 
it was believed petroleum deposits occurred. 
Che report is as follows: 


‘The deposits of asphalt in Leyte, which 
have been reported from time to time during 
the past year, have recently been examined 
by the Division of Mines of the Philippine 
Bureau of Science, and the following state- 
ment sets forth the principal results of the 
eXamination. 


“Tt will be recalled that asphalt was first 
reported from Leyte a little more than a 
year ago, having been discovered by a 
Filipino ranger employed by the Bureau of 
Forestry. The original discovery was made 
near the head of the Butason River in a re- 
gion about six miles from the barrio of 
Campocpoc on the northwestern coast of the 
island. 


ASPHALT SEEPS. 


“The outstanding feature of the recent offi- 
cial examination is the discovery of a large 
deposit of bituminous limestone, or, as it is 
more comonly called, rock asphalt, near the 
town of Villaba, and at a point very much 
closer to the seacoast than the original dis- 
covery. At the beginning of this year pros- 
pectors learned that unimportant quanti- 
ties of semi-liquid asphalt were seeping 
from small holes in the wall of a canyon 
near Villaba, but they believed the occur- 
rence to be of little value because of the 
small quantity of the material found. The 
fact that the whole rock face was impreg- 
nated with asphalt was not detected pre- 
vious to the official investigation. Although 
the deposit has not been explored by arti- 
ficial openings it is well exposed by the deep 
canyon, and there is little question that the 
quantity of material present is to be meas- 
ured in thousands of tons. The upper 20 
feet of the rock asphalt, which occurs in 
thick beds, is a bituminous, sandy limestone, 
while an equal thickness at the base is bi- 
tuminous sandstone. 

“Other important discoveries made by 
prospectors themselves have revealed de- 
posits of greater extent than the original 
discovery, which consists of only a small 
pocket. Taking into consideration the first 
findings and the results of the subsequent 
prospecting, outcrops of various grades of 
asphalt, including solid, viscous and liquid 
types, together with seeps of the petroleum, 
from which the asphalt has been derived, 
are known to occur over an area about 
twelve miles long. The more important dis- 
coveries, however, are limited to an area 
about eight miles long. 

“Perhaps the greatest importance of the 
Leyte asphalts is their significance as to the 
presence of petroleum in the rocks from 
which they escape. It is unquestioned that 
asphalts originate from petroleum through 
the loss of the more volatile oils and the

“The Tayabas oil is an extremely light 
il with a high percentage of gasoline. The 
appearance of representative samples of the 
Leyte petroleum taken by the geologist dur- 
ing the recent examination indicates that it 
is also a light oil, although it will probably 
be found to be somewhat heavier than the 
Tayabas oil. The fact that both oils have a 
paraffin base and come from the same rocks 
makes ‘it certain that they are related in 
origin.
